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MBA  Celebrates 
Homecoming  Tonight 

October  17  is  a red  letter  day  at  MBA,  for  today  we  celebrate  our 
annual  homecoming  for  1957.  This  year  the  schedule  is  going  to  be 
somewhat  different  from  those  of  the  past  few  years.  This  year,  In- 
stead of  having  the  spaghetti  supper  on  Homecoming  night,  the  Alumni 
Association  headed  by  Dr.  Charles  F.  Pearson,  who  are  in  charge  of 
Homecoming  this  year,  have  planned  the  day’s  activities  accordingly. 

The  day's  festivities  will  get  un- 
der way  at  four  o’clock  this  after- 
noon, when  all  the  alumni  and 
parents  of  MBA  are  invited  to 
come  look  over  the  new  facilities 
at  the  school.  They  will  be  shown 
the  improvements  in  the  main 
building,  the  four  new  class  rooms 
in  the  science  building,  and  the 
new  study  hall  and  gym. 

Afterwards,  at  approximately 
five  o'clock,  one  of  the  many  high- 
lights of  the  day  will  take  place 
with  the  dedication  of  the  main 
building  to  the  late  Isaac  Ball, 
who  was  headmaster  at  MBA  for 
thirty-one  years  prior  to  his  death 
in  1946.  All  parents,  students, 
and  alumni  are  urged  to  be  pres- 
ent at  this  impressive  ceremony. 

Following  the  dedication  at  six 
o’clock,  a buffet  supper  will  be 
held  in  the  new  gymnasium.  The 
cost  will  be  $1.50  per  person.

At  half-time  the 
much  anticipated  crowning  of  the 
Homecoming  Queen  of  1957  will 
take  place.  This  year  the  foot- 
ball team  has  selected  a stunning 
brunette  in  the  person  of  Miss 
Carol  Davidson  to  reign  as  queen. 

Carol  is  a senior  at  St.  Bernard, 
president  of  the  Kappa's,  and  has 
served  as  a Maroon  cheerleader 
for  three  years.

The  Headmaster  Speaks 

Innovations  often  breed  confusion,  and  in  times  of  confusion  a so- 
ciety looks  for  strong  moral  guidance  and  leadership.  When  Mr. 
Francis  Carter  came  to  MBA,  he  brought  with  him  some  new  ideas  to 
add  to  the  great  traditions  of  this  school  and  to  help  make  it  one  of 
the  best  preparatory  institutions  in  the  Country.  Most  fortunately  for 
MBA,  he  also  brought  with  him  the  fine  qualities  of  leadership  that 
have  been  characteristic  of  MBA  Headmasters  in  the  past.  Here,  in 
an  exclusive  interview  be  relates  some  of  his  views  concerning  im- 
portant activities  at  the  school. 

Q. — What  educational  and  administrative  background  does  Mr.  Carter 
have  that  would  qualify  him  as  llcadmsler? 

A.— He  was  graduated  from  Episcopal  High  in  Alexandria,  Virginia, 
where  he  was  captain  of  the  baseball  team.  At  the  University  of 
Virginia  he  received  his  B.A.  degree  in  history  and  Greek.  While  at 
Virginia  he  played  baseball  and  was  president  of  the  Chi  Phi  fraternity 
and  the  Interfraternity  Council. 

Mr.  Carter  was  director  of  Camp  Greenbrier  for  four  years,  and 
he  taught  also  at  St.  Paul’s  in  Concord,  New  Hampshire.  For  seven- 
teen years  he  was  an  instructor  in  Latin,  history,  English,  football, 
baseball,  and  wrestling  at  Gilman  County  School  in  Baltimore.  After 
serving  in  the  Navy  during  World  War  II,  he  returned  to  teaching 
and  became  Headmaster  at  the  Summit  School  in  North  Carolina 
in  1955. 

Q. — What  arc  his  views  on  discipline  and  the  demerit  system? 

A. — The  demerit  system  is  a time  consuming  annoyance.  The  spirit 
of  this  school  should  be  such  that  a discipline  problem  would  be  com- 
pletely eliminated.  No  “game"  is  intended  between  the  faculty  and 
the  student  body;  both  groups  should  work  together. 

Q- — What  does  hr  think  about  student  government;  its  extent  and 
importance? 

A. — Student  government  is  very  important  and  should  be  extended. 
Letting  students  keep  study  hall  and  the  library,  for  instance,  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction.  The  experience  of  leading  student  govern- 
ment is  much  more  valuable  than  the  privilege  and  honor  of  being

In  this  year  of  change  at  MBA, 
naturally,  there  have  been  some 
teaching  changes.  As  well  as 
three  new  teachers  coming  to 
MBA,  several  of  the  old  teachers 
have  taken  new  assignments. 

M ss  Harriet  Kaye,  Spanish  I, 
French  I,  and  II,  and  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  French.  Miss  Kaye 
is  a native  of  Louisville,  Kentucky, 
but  she  now  lives  in  Nashville  on 
Elliston  Place.  In  1956  she  grad- 
uated from  Vanderbilt  and  did 
her  post-graduate  work  there. 
Last  year  she  taught  some  at 
Hillsboro.  As  her  French  II  stu- 
dents know,  she  has  introduced 
something  new  in  teaching  lang- 
uages here.  She  says  that  the 
two  prime  objectives  of  taking  a 
language  course  are  to  be  able  to 
converse  in  that  language  und 
most  important,  to  be  able  to  use 
that  language  to  read  books  in 
that  tongue.  She  feels  that  this 
method  best  prepares  the  student 
for  the  college  language  courses. 
In  line  with  this  method.  Miss 
Kaye  has  already  taught  the 
French  II  class  a French  drinking 
song,  the  melodious  notes  of 
which  can  often  be  heard  ringing 
through  the  halls.  About  MBA 
Miss  Kaye  says  this:  “I  like  it 
very  much.  I think  the  quality  of 
the  students  is  far  superior  to  that 
of  any  I have  ever  encountered. 
Such  students  are  the  most  re- 
warding to  work  with.” 

Miss  Mary  Jane  Chappell  is  the 
new  second  year  and  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  Spanish  teacher.  A 
native  of  Nashville,  she  graduated 
from  Peabody  and  obtained  her 
M.A.  and  B.A.  there  and  at  Van- 
derbilt. Prior  to  teaching  here, 
she  taught  in  the  Davidson  County 
Public  Schools,  Ward  Belmont 
College,  and  at  the  Salem  Acad- 
emy in  Salem,  North  Carolina. 
About  our  school  she  says,  "Being 
a native  of  Nashville.  I have  al- 
ways heard  of  MBA  and  its  wide- 
spread reputation  for  good  schol- 
arship. I consider  it  a privilege 
and  an  honor  to  be  a member  of 
its  faculty.” 

The  great  part  of  the  changes 
in  our  old  faculty  setup  have 
come  in  the  mathematics  depart- 
ment. Dr.  Sager  is  now  head  of 
this  department  and  teaches  solid 
geometry  and  Algebra  I.  Dr.  Rule 
teaches  plane  geometry  and  Al- 
gebra II.  Mr.  Novae,  a grade 
school  teacher  last  year,  teaches 
general  science  and  is  in  charge 
of  special  exercises  this  year.  Mr, 
Landon  is  this  year  a grade  school 
teacher.  Mr.  Carter  has  taken 
over  the  American  History  class 
this  year.
